T HE Council 
has launched a 
consultation on 
how to allocate 
£7.1 million to support 
local firms whose Business 
Rates have increased due 
to Government reforms. 

Under its proposals, the 
money will be targeted at 
the borough’s most severely 
affected small and medium¬ 
sized businesses. 

Certain types of 
businesses, such as betting 
shops, payday lenders and 
national chains, and empty 
properties, will be excluded. 
The extra funding follows 
a national revaluation of 
business premises. 

New ‘rateable values’ 
were published in March 
and are now being used to 
set Business Rates. Because 
property prices have risen 
dramatically in Hackney in 
recent years, the borough 
experienced an average 
rateable value increase of 
46 per cent, the largest in 
London and five times the 
England average. 

Thousands of local 
businesses now face bills 
considerably higher than 

£300m

they were in 2016/17. 

The Council is not 
involved in setting rateable 
values or Business Rates 
- these are set by the 
Valuation Office Agency 
and the Government. 

Because the borough 
was so disproportionally 
affected, the Council called 
on the Government to offer 
more support for businesses. 

This included a joint- 
campaign with the East 
End Trades Guild, which 
resulted in a petition with 
10,500 signatures being 
handed in to Downing Street 
in March. The Chancellor 
subsequently announced the 
£300million Discretionary 
Relief Scheme in his spring 
Budget to help businesses 
facing rises. It covers 
2017/18 to 2020/21 and 
councils must design their 
own scheme to distribute 
it. Hackney received 
£7.1 million in total, and 
£4.1 million is available 
in 2017/18. 

The Council had been 
waiting for information 
from the Government 
about the new fund before 
proposing its local scheme

Cllr Guy Nicholson, 
Cabinet Member for 
Planning, Business and 
Investment, said: “The 
Council’s priority is to 
support the small and 
medium businesses which 
are at the heart of Hackney’s 
diverse communities and the 
borough’s unique character. 

“Although this extra 
funding and the other 
support measures 
announced by the 
Chancellor is welcome, it is 
not enough and we know 
that many businesses will 
still face difficult months 
and years ahead. Hackney 
Council will keep doing 
all it can to offer support 
and advice to our business 
community, and make sure 
the call for a reasonable, fair 
and affordable rate system 
is heard.” 

Under the Council’s 

£4.1 m 

Amount from the 
Discretionary Relief 
Scheme available to the 
Council in 2017/18 


proposed scheme, relief 
will only be provided to 
businesses with a 2017/18 
rateable value of £200,000 
or less, and whose 2017/18 
Business Rates bill, after 
exemptions and other 
reliefs, increased by 12.5 
per cent or more. It is 
anticipated that 2,200 local 
businesses may qualify. 

The Discretionary Relief 
Scheme was one of three 
measures announced by 
the Chancellor. The two 
others relate to businesses 
which have lost some, or 
all, of their Small Business 
Rate Relief, and pubs with 
a new rateable value of 
below £100,000. About 
450 Hackney businesses 
and 120 pubs are expected 
to benefit.

A REFURBISHED 
London Fields 
Lido is set 
to re-open on 
30 September. 

The lido, which will 
feature brand new changing 
rooms and reception area, 
closed in April after tiles 
started to crack and come 
away from the pool wall. 

Tests carried out by 
industry specialists 
identified a problem with 
the screed layer between 
the pool tank and the 
render holding the tiles, 
and confirmed that all the 
tiles, screed and render 
would need to be removed 
and replaced. 

The Council used the 
closure of the Lido as an 
opportunity to revamp the

indoor changing rooms and 
main reception area. 

The changing rooms will 
maintain separate male and 
female areas and provide 
space for indoor storage 
lockers, showers, mirrors 
and hair dryers. There 
will also be improved 
private changing cubicles 
and family and baby 
change facilities. 

The work was delayed by 
difficulties removing 
the material beneath 
the tiles and digging 
out the slab. Diamond- 
tipped cutting equipment 
and a specialist excavator 
were used to finish the 
job, extra staff were 
brought in and the 
refurbishment is currently 
on schedule to be completed 


by 30 September. 

Cllr Jon Burke, Cabinet 
Member for Energy, 
Sustainability and 
Community Services, 
said: “I am delighted that 
returning and new users 
will be able to enjoy 
better, more modern 
and accessible facilities 
when the lido re-opens 
this month. 

“I understand that people 
were disappointed that 
the lido had to close, and 
it is frustrating that some 


delays were encountered 
throughout the renovations. 

“Delays are not 
uncommon with 
complicated building 
work, but we have been 
working very hard with the 
contractor to re-open the 
lido as quickly as possible. 

“My priority is to ensure 
the works are completed 
to the highest standard 
possible, to provide a long¬ 
term, sustainable future 
for this important 
community asset.” 


News in brief 


Reshaping Shoreditch streets 

THE Council is consulting on three schemes to improve 
streets and public spaces around Shoreditch. 

They are part of a new approach which aims to create 
spaces that are safe and easy to walk or cycle in, reduce 
vehicle dependence, and improve air quality. 

The Council is asking people who live, work or visit 
Shoreditch for: 

• Ideas about howto turn a neglected alleyway between 
Hoxton Square and Bowling Green Walk into a welcoming, 
safe environment that encourages people to walk and cycle 
through it 

• Feedback on a plan to close Garden Walk to through traffic 
to prevent cars and vans from using it as a rat run between 
Rivington Street and Great Eastern Street, making it safer for 
walking and cycling 

• Suggestions for how New Inn Yard can be changed to 
improve the environment and make it easier to walk 
and cycle. 



Cllr Feryal Demirci, Cabinet Member for Neighbourhoods 
Transport and Parks, said: “Creating an environment that will 
encourage more walking and cycling as well as improving 
air quality within the borough is a key part of Hackney’s 
Transport Strategy. 

“They will enhance the character of the area making it feel 
more secure - improving everyone’s walking experience.

F IVE new community 
gardens are to 
arrive at rail 
stations around 
Hackney, as research 
shows that urbanites with 
access to green spaces are 
significantly less likely to 
develop mental illness. 

Hackney Wick, 

Hackney Central, Clapton, 
Haggerston and Hoxton 
Overground stations have 
been selected to receive their 
own patches of green, where 
members of the community 
will be invited to prune fruit 
bushes, water vegetable 
patches and even tend 
to beehives. 

This innovative project 
is being run by the 
environmental regeneration 
charity Groundwork, in 


partnership with organic 
drinks company Honest. 

Called Energy Gardens, 
new sites are planned across 
London’s Overground 
network, aiming to provide 
therapeutic activities for 
passengers and residents 
across the city. 

New research undertaken 
by the partnership shows 
that almost half of all 
Londoners (46 per cent) 
think that their daily life 
would be improved if they 
had easier access to green 
space and could spend more 


time outdoors. Forty per 
cent also said they would 
like to be able to grow 
their own herbs, fruit and 
vegetables. To that end, 
a successful community 
garden currently based 
at the Queen Elizabeth 
Olympic Park will soon 
move to a new location 
near Hackney Wick 
Overground station. 

Designed by 

Groundwork, the Mobile 
Garden City has been 
growing food, providing 
free gardening activities and 


creating a welcoming oasis 
of green since 2015. 

Ben Coles, Groundwork’s 
director of communities 
and local partnerships, 
said: “Green spaces and 
the opportunity to do some 
gardening can play an 
incredibly important role in 
busy urban communities. 

“The Energy Garden 
programme’s focus on the 
rail network means we 
can provide even more 
opportunities for Londoners 
to get involved in all the 
benefits that gardening 
can bring.” 

Resources will be 
available to support 
gardening groups over 
many years with training, 
support, plants and 
celebratory events.”

Charities collect surplus food 

MORE local charities are set to benefit from a scheme 
that has already provided over 1,000 meals to 
community groups in the borough. 

Over 5,000 charities and projects have so far benefited 
from an initiative run by Tesco and launched in the 
borough last year. 

The Community Food Connection scheme allows groups 
to collect surplus food from their local store, including 
fruit and veg, meat and ready meals. An app allows staff 
to alert them to the surplus food that remains unsold at 
the end of each day. 

Prompted by the scheme’s success in the borough, 

Tesco is now due to expand it to their express stores 
in Hackney. 

Jez Butwell, store director for Tesco in Hackney, said: 
“We are looking forward to forging more strong links 
with local charities and community groups. We want to 
support their efforts to help more vulnerable people in 
our community.”

THE trust which runs 
Homerton hospital is 
planning to move towards 
a total smoking ban on 
site by the end of this year. 

The ban is to be 
introduced in phases, 
beginning with staff no 
longer being allowed to 
smoke in the hospital 
grounds from next month - 
in line with the nationwide 


Stoptober campaign to 
encourage people to quit. 

Andreena Walton, the 
trust’s smoking adviser, 
said: “At the end of the 
year, the remaining smoking 
shelters will come down 
and anyone wishing to 
smoke will have to do so 
off site. We will continue 
to encourage people to give 
up smoking.” 


Trust chief nurse, Sheila 
Adam, added: “It is right 
and proper that we should 
be discouraging smoking on 
NHS sites, but at the same 
time we propose offering 
nicotine patches and support 
to patients who are smokers 
while in hospital.”

SHOREDITCH Trust’s Food for Life Programme works with members of the community 
to encourage affordable healthy eating, cooking skills and food knowledge. 

This week’s recipe was devised in partnership with students from Inspired Directions 
School, who took part in a year-long cooking programme run by the trust. 

Cuts of meat like the leg of lamb used here are generally cheaper and can be cooked 
on a low heat for several hours. The leg is generally lower in fat than other parts of the 
animal, and lamb is generally lower in fat than other red meats such as beef. Lamb is 
an excellent source of protein and vitamin B12. As with all meat, lamb should be eaten 
in moderation as part of a balanced diet. Here it is paired with crunchy lettuce and 
cabbage, wholemeal flatbreads and oranges. 


Slow roasted leg of lamb 

Serves 6-8 


Preparation time 

15 mins 

Cooking time 

3-4 hours

Ingredients 

• 2 kg leg (or shoulder) of lamb • 

• 1 head garlic • 

• 1 tablespoon olive oil • 

• 1 tablespoon pomegranate • 

molasses. • 

• 3-4 shallots • 

Method 

• Pre-heat the oven as high as it will go 

• Peel the garlic cloves. Make small cross¬ 
shaped cuts in the surface of the lamb and 
insert a clove of garlic in each hole. Place the 
lamb in a deep-sided roasting tin 

• Peel the shallots and roughly slice in half. Toss 
in the olive oil and pomegranate molasses and 
arrange around the leg of lamb 

• Cover with tin foil, place the tray in the oven 
and immediately turn the heat down to 160°. 
Cook for 3-4 hours, checking the shallots are 
not burning (these can be removed from the

dish or plate. Slice the oranges and arrange 
around the edge of the dish. Tear the meat 
from the bone using two forks and scatter over 
the bed of lettuce with the shallots. Garnish 
with sprigs of mint and serve with wholemeal 
flatbreads, Greek yogurt and chopped mint.

councillors 


The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 
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Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville, was directly elected by the borough in 
September 2016. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and 
all Council services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.

Civic and ceremonial 
duties are undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is chosen annually from the 
borough’s 57 councillors.
